RS Lynda Morin conducted a W aiver with FP Judi Lee in Sarasota on 12/6/2017 at 
10:00am. The FC in this home is with CM Lisa Mead. The 

FC was present during the visit. She was playing with her toys first in her little bouncy 
chair and later by rolling around on the carpet. She is doing great stated the FP. Her 
recent doctor visit was on 11/29 for A check up. Everything was fine and the doctor said 
she was just perfect. Her last check up was on 10/30. She eats 3 full meals a day 
including some table food. FP makes some of her food. She loves her snacks. She is 
sleeping great and sleeps with her LULA doll. When the doll 'breathes' she will laugh. FP 
sard she loves going places and is an animated little girl. She smiles easily and appears to 
be very contented. FP has no concerns about her. Her only concern is the fact tlmt she and 
her siblings will be going back in an unsafe situation with their mother. The letter that the 
FP wrote to the judge to advocate for this child and describe specific concerns was never 
attached to the report so, according to the FP, the judge never read it. FP Judi continues to 
be very conc erned for welfare and safety of t hese children a nd continues in her role of 
advoca^fer^^^B. The FP stated that the valuation from the coalition 

of the IHH listed serious concerns and present risks. The Safety Plan was v iolated. 
She is unable to keep her children safe and is unable to relate to them. Once FC 
is retuned to her mother the FP said she will also be going back to a dangerous situation. 
FP feels that all he love, care and attention she has given this child will not help her to 
survive in this situation with her family. 

FP reported that the GAL Brooke was at the FH for a visit for the first time two weeks 
ago. In the past 11 months this FC has had 3 visits from a GAL. At the Mediation 
Meeting Brooke recommended returning all of the children to the bio parent A courtesy 
worker told the FP that she heard the baby had been removed from her home which did 
not happen. Visitation shows that there is no attachment between the bio mother and 
these children and she was unable to handle them. At the TPR it was said it was unlikely 
that any help could change the behavior of the bio mom. The bio parent is now driving an 
uninsured car that is registered to a sex offender. He drives around looking for sex with 
children said the FP and is involved with these children. Although the police told the bio 
parent not to drive this car as her children would be in danger she continued. . She was 
driving with the 3 children that have been returned to her. The FP said she sent this 
information on to Tiffany but nothing has been done. She said LS Erica called to say 
there was a complaint from the GAL office. They were accusing of obtainii^ tag 
information from her son who is a police officer. Actually this information was not 
obtained from her son but on line and anyone can read it. It was surprising to the FP that 
the CLS attorneys are not lookup it up.. Although .ludi sent a response no updated 
information has been given. FP learned that the CLS is not concerned about this man who 
is a child molester and said it is' because he is in jai'". He actually is not in jail and 



continues to be involve d wifi] th ese children. According to the FP it was said at the 
hearing that this baby , was to go to the doctor or the ER for an exam and the FP 

was not to bring her. It seems that the bio mom has taken a picture of some mark on the 
child. FP said nothing could tvarrant this and she set up an appointment with the doctor. 
Transporter Missy picked her up for the examination. Nothing was found on the child. 
For the last staffing CM Lisa Mead phoned the FP to let her know about it. FP said she 
was asked not to attend the end of the staffing and had to remain out of the meeting for 
50 minutes. When she returned she was asked how the child was doir^. She was also 
asked to make a Christmas visit but said "no* this time was for her children only. She 
would do Christmas eve if it was scheduled in advance. The next court hearing will be 
after the unsupervised visits on Christmas Eve. 

The FP has called for a meeting with everyone involved at the coalition and DCF (not the 
GAL Program) and is waiting for a reply. She also requested that this RS attend. Judi 
stated that she also sent a text to Tiffany Vandermark with this information. 

The CRR was reviewed and signed and another visit is scheduled in one month. She 
continues to advocate for this FC.

RS Lynda Morin conducted a HV with FP Judi Lee in Sarasota on 11/7/2017 at 10;00am. 
FC CM Lisa Mead. FC was present during the HV. 

According to FP Judi is doing great. She appeared to be a happy and content 

little girl. During the HV she was playing with baby toys in her walker, fed a bottle and 
was read to with large books by the FP. smiles easily and loves the attention she 

receives in this FH. She went for her 9 month check up and has 'very good numbers' said 
the FP. She is in the 31ST percentile for weight, the 14th percentile for height and the 
81ST percentile for her head. She is an easy baby said the FP and eats and sleeps well. F? 
Judi continues to have real concerns about this case and the outcome for this FC. She 
wants her to go to a forever home that will love her and give her a good life. She has no 
intention of adopting her but only wants her to have opportunities for a good life. 

FP has not luui consistent contact with a CM. The stafhng of 10/23 had been cancelled 
but no one told the FP. She called and left a message to say that after traveling to the 
staffing she learned it had been cancelled. She w'as never notified of a new staffing. FP 
stated that she called the supervisor Ann Carol Sherman who said that there was nothing 
important that was shared at that staffing. She later heard from the bio mom that there 
was information from GAL Brooke Roberts that they would be taking the child from this 
FH. There was a Mediation Meeting that the FP was also not invited to on 10/23 . It was 
recommended that the goal be changed. FP stated that she learned she had a new CM 
when Lisa Mead called to introduce hereelf. There has been no HV yet. There still is not 
a permanent GAL for this FC. A courtesy GAL came and said she would like to be the 
permanent GAL for this FC. When she asked the GAL office in Sarasota she was told she 
could not. FP stated that no one has arranged for the bio mom to have a visit with FC 
Maryah. According to the FP she has only seen the child once in 5 months. FP wants to 
maintain a relationship with the bio mom. She has had her older children removed and 
they live with their grandfather. According to the FP the bio mom has seriox^ problems. 
Her younger children came into care and she stiE sees the perpetrator. The bio mom 
called the FP to say that the children are being reunified and going back with her. This is 
very upsetting as there has been no change in the mom's competency. Both GAL Brooke 
Roberts and Attorney Jen Layden are advocating for this stated the FP, The FP said she 
has notified all people involved in this case about these concerns. Even the grandfather is 
appalled that the children could be returned to her. 

After a long discussion the FP said she will be sending a letter to the judge in care of the 
Clerk of Court to provide needed information about this case due to the fact that there has 
not been a consistent GAL nor consistent CM assigned. As stated by the FP the bio mom 
has limited attachment to her children and cannot protect them. She is still witli their 
perpetrator who still sees the children. At a last visit with this FC the mom brought the 


perpetrator with her and he had not been cleared for the visit, lliis was the second time he 
came for a visit. She not visited this FC in months. She also lets him care for the 
other children at night while she works. Even though she was told not to have him with 
the children it continues. This mother is unable to keep the children safe. FP also stated 
that when the decision was made to reunify no one consulted the children's therapist to 
see how this is affecting them. A second psychological evaluation was conducted on the 
mother. It was surprising that no one has learned this public information on the internet 
nor used it to make appropriate decisions that are affecting the lives of these children. 

FP feels it is not in the best interest of this FC to be reunited with her bio mother. 

She needs to be with an adoptive family who can give her a forever home. FP Judi is 
asking what we at die coalition are doing on her behalf as she is fostering for us said we 
should be the people fighting for this FC. FP Judi said she appreciated my visit as it is a 
great help. The CRR was reviewed and signed and another visit is scheduled in one 
month.

Kristin Abraham is no longer in this FH but has been reunified with her bio mother, 
Although it took extra rime the reunification was properly completed with the help of CM 
Kristin Abraham, The coalition was in agreement with the FC having extended visits with 
her bio mom until the reunification papers were signed. 

FC Maryah is doing fantastic but is slow in meeting her milestones. She progresses 
steadily. She was a premature baby. She had a doctor visit in August and had shots then. 
She is due to return to the doctor on 10/23 for more shots. The doctor said she is 
"absolutely perfect". She is now sitting up good and the FP is working on fine motor with 
her. She eats and sleeps good and the FP has no concerns about her. She was making 
sounds when she watches a special TV program and when the FP talks with her. She 
loved the toy elephant that plays peek a boo and sings and laughed along with him. 
Maryah was alert and quick to respond to any words by the FP. The FP fed her cereal and 
milk during the HV. She is well cared for and nurtured in this FH.. 

FP reports that mom has h^ some challenges. There has been no GAL for this 

FC. and this was very concerning to the FP because there will be an upcoming trial. They 
will not be able to do a TPR without a regular GAL involv ed stated the FP. This child has 
not been seen by a GAL The GAL for asked to see but this was 

refused According to the FP Brooke Robinson told the bio mom not to talk with the FP 
Judi because they were going to have this FC removed from her home. FP learned this 
information later when the bio mom told her. Previously the bio mom would not answer 
when Judi tried to talk with her. Later after a staffing she finally opened up to FP Judi 
and said that Brooke also gave the same information to the Parenting Facilitator. FP Jxwii 
was very concerned about this information and contacted both Breena and Tiffany so 
others at the coalition could be aware of this. She said she received no response. FP also 
tried to contact GAL Supervisor Toni but she did not respond until much later when she 
said it was the mother's word against Brooke's. CM Sarah Mosher called for a visit and 
came. GAL Catherine Wilcox came as a courtesy GAL for a visit. FP asked her if she 
could be a permanent GAL and observe visits with the bio mom as they are going to trial 
The answer came from Lynn Higgins and it was "no she couldn’t". GAL Catherine did 
not know why this answer was given. CM Kate Thorpe called to arrange a visit with both 
of the FCs and FP gave her directions and they agreed on a date/time. She ne ver came 
said the FP. FP tried calling her but had no response. Supervisor Flour from the GAL 
office called and said it was an emergency to see the 2 FC. It was arranged but no one 
came. One week later there was a call from Lynn Higgins who said that the GAL tried 
calling the FP and she did not respond. FP Judi said that this was not correct and tried to 
explain so this would not happen again. The GAL never showed up for the visit. FP then 
had a call ftom Licensor Erica Ferguson who said that the GAL office had put in a 
complaint against the FP and said she was not responding to them. FP Judi explained 
what had really happened and said that no one at the coalition is defending her while the 



GAL office does not see the FC and makes accusations against the FP. GAL Catherine 
Wilcox called the next day and made arrangements and they will have a visit this Friday. 
FP will have her sign the CRR. FP expressed these concerns during the FIV. She was also 
concerned about the bio mom who had abandoned 4 children previously and now is 
raising more children. She is with her paramour who beats the children and is still 
involved with the mom and the children. She even brought him to the NICU to see the 
baby. Now the bio mom is taking additional parenting classes and will have unsupervised 
visits. She has not bonded with this FC. She was told to change her and feed her at visits. 
At the staffing it was said that she has psychological issues because of the way she was 
raised and becomes overwhelmed with her kids. FP is concerned that it 'would be an 
unsafe situation for this FC FP is concerned about this little FC and next 'will share her 
concerns with CLS so that someone has knowledge of this information. The CRR was 
reviewed and signed. Another HV is scheduled in November,

_I was placed with the Lees on 12-6-2016. She was placed due to DV in 

the home and substance histor>'. Judi reported that both parents were making efforts, 
however, the parents have since separated. It was reported that the father cheated on the 
mother and the goal is reunification as to the mother, Judi has invited the femily to her 
home and has acted as a mentor to these parents. Judi reported that mother is very 

patient and is utilizing some of the tools she's worked with her on, such as "time out' and 
giving choices. It is reported that visitation is now supervised at the Coalition for the 
father. They will start unsupervised visits with the mother soon. There are no outstanding 
issues for her at this t ime . 


was placed on 3-1 -2017, Judi reported that she is a "good baby". 
There are some concerns regarding her facial features and they are looking to have her 
evaluated at the Florida Cent er to rule out FAS. Judi stated that she rarely cries or is fussy 
and she eats and sleeps well. has visits every week with her siblings. Judi 

reported that the mother does not have any connection with her. She stated that the 
parenting teacher was present during the past couple of visits and reported the same 
observations, that mom has a lack of connection with the chUd. Judi stated that the older 
siblings seem to parent their mother. There is a possibility of a goal change, however, 

Judi will continue to work towards reunification at this time. LS observed her to appear to 
be happy and healthy and placing while LS visited with Judi. Judi stated that she was 
placed due to DV in the home and substance history. She stated that the biological 
parents have not signed a case plan due to the sexual abuse allegation and they plan to go 














to trial. She stated that sexual abuse allegation is as to the father on the mother (the father 
was older when he impregnated the mother who was a minor at the time). Judi is unsure 
why this factors into this particular case as they are both now adults (the biological 
mother is in her late 205) and are willing to work the rest of the case plan. Judi stated that 
both parents appear to be making efforts and doing what they can without agreeing to the 
CP. Judi has invited the family to her home and has acted as a mentor to these parents. 
She is willing to continue to support the femily when reunification/peimanency occurs. 
Judi reported no outstanding needs for the child at diis time. 

All of the children's needs continue to be met and they are well cared for. LS observed 
the home to be clean and free of hazards.

case meet to discuss a goal change. She stated thaUh^^nal psychosexual assessment 
indicated low risk to the child, however, after Dr, ^^^^^jrcceived the records from 
Pinellas county where the father had sexual abi^e charges, he changed his assessment to 
high risk and noted that the father should not have any unsupervised contact with any 
children including his own. They had a staffing on 1-20-2016 and it was noted that the 
biological father had enrolled in sex offender therapy after finding out that a goal change 
was being discussed. She stated that at the staffing, the therapist who does group 
counseling and not individual counseling, had only met this father 2-3 times before the 
staffing and reported that she felt he was innocent and stated that she was going to do her 
own psychosexual assessment. Judi stated that this was never requested of her and that 
she was to only be providing therapy. Judi stated that she was surprised that the therapist 
was allowed to sit in on the entire staffing when she is technically not priv'y to other parts 
of the case. Judi reported that tliey were supposed to be meeting to discuss a goal change, 
as this was what the judge requested at the last court hearing, and somehow the staffing 
got turned around so that people were discussing doing background checks on the

She 
stated that there are so many inconsistencies in what she has been told that she doesn't 
know what to believe.

and trial dismissed because the little girl declined to testify. He was imprisoned for 15 
months but has been released once the trial was dismissed. 

The noted concerns continue to be the father's inconsistency in what he does for a living, 
the inconsistent stories about relatives who live out of the country and who live out of 
stated, his numerous aliases/SSNs, the allegations of his involvement to drugs and 
prostitution and DV and aUegations of sexual abuse. She stated that the father's daughter 
recently contacted her to tell her that she would be willing to take the child, but 
apparently the father has not had any connection or contact with this daughter for years. 
She stated, "There are so many red fla gs". She stated that when looking him up in public 
records, she found his real name to be and he has 3 DOBs and 3 SSNs 

associated with his name. She stated that while the father had an evaluation, she was 
in formed that it was not considered a foil psychological evaluation and she is requesting 
another, more extensive evaluation be done. She stated that she continues to be frustrated 
but she also continues to transport to visits and work with the CM team accordingly. 

At this time, Judi reported that relatives are continuing to be explored and the goal 
continues to be reunification. While Judi expressed her fhistration, she also expressed 
being fearful of this child's future. She stated that she doesn't want him to be one of those 
children who fall through the cracks and then something bad h^pens. LS to follow up 
with CM team regarding goal and plans for this child.

LS noted that Judi continues to care for 
FC child has been with Judi since shortly after birth. Judi 

reports that he is developing well and that things are goii^ well in the home. She reported 
that the father's sexual battery cliarges were dropped and trial dismissed because the little 
girl refused to testify. He has since been released from jail. He was imprisoned for 15 
months. 

Judi reported that the child (who was 8-11 years at the time of abuse) reportedly told the 
same story to both LE and state attorney. Judi said her story never changed and she thinks 
that someone said something to her to scare into not testifying. It was reported that he 
also had other outstanding warrants- however his history is in Puerto Rico. Judi stated 
that the biological mother informed her that father was involved in drugs, 

prostitution and DV in the past. She also said that he continues to sell drugs. Judi also 
found out that the father has several aliases and different SSNs. She stated, "That should 
be a huge red flag". She reported that she is frustrated with this case and stated, "Anyone 
can go into public records and type in all of those names and see if he has an arrest 
record". They are still looking into family in Puerto Rico. At the last court hearing, Judge 
Brownell requested that the father get a psych evaluation. She also found out that her 
information she provided to be filed for the judge to read was not presented to him during 
the last hearing. LS suggested following up with CM team to make sure they have all 
information updated. 

LS collected relicensing paperwork. LS completed walk through of the home and did a 
health inspection and water sample. Judi to provide remaining PW to LS. Home meets 
licensing requirements. No concerns. Verification of visit in file.

LS completed a guarterly/retention HV with Judi. She reported that things have been 
going well She stated that he continues to thrive in the home, 

how'ever, she is concerned about the length of his case. She reported that he has been in 
her home for a year and that there are relatives being looked into in Puerto Rico. She 
stated that there is no agency there that can complete the ICPC process and that and that 
it would have to be requested through a private agency. She stated that the child's 
biological father goes to trial for sexual battery against an unrelated child on April 28th. 
She stated that she was told that once the father is convicted and sentenced, they can lo ok 
into other pennanency goals. The father also had outstanding warrants prior 
being bom. It is expected that he will serve a long sentence if and when convicted. He 
was served a case plan in October 2014, 7 months after the child was placed into the 
state's custody. 

Judi stated that the biological mother started out doing her case plan, however, has 
faltered. She has not had any visits with the child since last March, She stated that she 
continues contact through pictures and phone calls. Judi reported that she was told that 
there is not enough to TPR the mother at this time, unless she were to voluntarily give up 
her rights. 

Judi reported that the child is gettir^ all of his medical and dental needs met and there are 
no outsta nding need s at this time, otiier than finding him permanency.

Narrative 

The licensing team met and conducted a conference call Judi to discuss her placement 
status. Licensing Supervisor, Crystal Beavers; CWS, Jill Steiner and this worker 
contacted Judi to discuss future placements in her home. It was discussed that placement 
preferences essentially would remain the same with no restrictions, but in efforts to find 
the best possible fit for her home. In addition it was noted that placements should not be 
made on-call, as we wanted to properly assess which children would be best suitable in 
her care. Judi did not feel that this was acceptable and stated that she has been doing this 
for many years and there shouldn't be any restrictions on her home, CWS reiterated that 
Licensing looks at this like any other family who has gone through a chaliei^e in their 
home and expressed that we are trying to look at this positively and to move forward so 
that the simation that happened with the previous child in her home does not happen 
again. Judi raised her voice and became agitated and stated that should any restrictions be 
put on her home, she would go to the board. She asked CWS several times to give an 
example or scenario of what kinds of placements would be made. CWS gave a few 
examples, again, explaining that this is not to be meant to be taken personal but the way 
the Licensing and Placement teams operate to ensure we are supporting our foster 
families. After several attempts at trying to get Judi to fully understand that we were 
trying to w'ork together in partnership, that we were not implementing any restrictions 
and that we just wanted to ensure that any future placements would be a positive 
experience for her and her family, she countered back each time expressing her 
frustration with this decision m^ing process. She stated, "How is this any different than 
what we've done before?" 

This worker spoke up after several attempts to get Judi to understand this, without her 
backing down, and reiterated that basically there weren't any restrictions on her home and 
that we are starting a clean slate and moving forward. Judi, while still sounding 
unconvinced, asked to have these items she felt were considered restrictions be put down 
in writing and spelling out exactly what the placement plans were. This worker agreed 
that they would and that we would be keeping her posted. This worker told Judi should 
she have any other questions, to give this worker a call, otherwise, wrapped up, "So we 
are all on the same page?" Judi agreed and the conference call was ended. 

After the call, Licensing Supervisor and CWS discussed further the outcome of the call 
and agreed that it was not as productive as anticipated. Further discussion needs to be 
made with senior management to determine how best to proceed in placing children and 
in further partnering with Judi.

LS completed quarterly/retention HV with Judi. LS noted that this was the first visit to 
the home since the last foster child left the home and recommendations were made to 
change the placement preferences in the home, LS talked with Judi about the events 
leading up to these recommendations and let her know what the SCC’s recommendations 
were on preferences. LS informed her that we wanted to screen with her to make sure it 
was a good match for everyone, therefore, it will be infants, short-term and no on-call 
placements. Judi stated that she was not happy with these recommendations as she felt 
like in this way she was being "blacklisted" or placed on a "do not call list". LS assured 
her that this is not correct and suggested that she and licensing talk about it further. She 
stated that she is willii^ to work with the SCC staff, YFA and help to successfully 
transition infants to whatever their next placement will be. She stated that she will 
continue to advocate for their needs to ensure the safety and that their best interest is 
being looked after. 

Overall, Judi stated that she is ready to move on and is ready to accept placements. Judi 
reported that she would like to talk with someone about the specifics of these 
recommendations and LS suggested a phone call with the Licensing team to clarify some 
things and come to an agreement.

This worker would like to note that the Lee UHS that was sent for this re-licensing year 
was written and reviewed in collaboration between the Licensing Specialist, Licensing 
Supervisor, Child Welfare Specialist and Director of Child Welfare Operations. 

Recommendations made were made based upon discussion between DCF and Sarasota 
YMCA senior management. Recommendations were outlined in the UHS as follow's: 

Due to tile complaint and investigation that there is a potential conflict of interest for Judi 
as a licensed foster parent while remaining the Vice President of Florida Homestudies 
and Adoption, a Sarasota-based adoption agency and owning Children's Advisory 
Serivces, working on local adoptions (discussed in Section III, #3), it is determined by 
the Sarasota Yk'ICA that the best course of action is to raise the age range of children that 
the Lees would foster to age 6 and above. This would serve to minimize any potential 
perceived conflict with very young children who are of an age that are more sought after 
for adoption and would also serve to allow the Lees to remain licensed foster parents. 
Additional reasoning for this recommendation to raise the age recommendation of the 
home to 6 and older is that YFA case management agency has reservations in working 
with the Lees in the future due to the extreme difficulties they perceived to have 
experienced case and the decision making and transitioning of the baby to 

her grandmother's care. The capacity of the Lee home is currently 1 and should remain 
so. The Lees have historically preferred to provide care to 1 child at a time. This worker 
relayed this information to the Lees and Judi reported that they would like to continue to 
proceed with re-Hcensure at this time. She reported that they are not in agreement with 
the recommendations and will dispute them.

Judi 
stated that she w^nt sure they was going to re-license due to the events that happened 
with the child she prcviously had in her home. 

Judi stated that she took this child in soon after her daughter-in-law passed away.

Home Visit. Present in the home during the visi t were: LS , Judy Lee (FP),^^|(20, 
adopted), and FP had asleep in a rocking cradle in the 

living room. The pets were roaming around the house but did not come around this WTiter 
at all. 

Mrs. Lee reported that everything is going well with and his CM. The CM is 

really good at communication and returns all phone calls and emails in a timely manner. 
FP wishes that the CM would be a little more strict with the biological parents, but that 
was her only complaint. The biological dad is around 50 years old and the bio mom is 
about 22. The biological mom has a communicable disease and the baby has tested 
negative so far, however the doctors like to follo w the child ren for about a year to make 
sure they are disease free. The first six weeks that^^^B alive, he was 
withdrawing from opiates and cocaine. They hospital had him on a morphine drip for 3 
weeks. When the FP first got him, he was still very twitchy and sleeping only one hour at 
a time. The child went to live with his older adult sister for a short amount of time before 
she determined that sh e could no t handle him. His sister had all kinds of babysitters and 
other people watching and no stable person for him to bond with. She asked 

Mrs. Lee herself if she would take him back. Mrs. Lee agreed and is hoping that a family 



















who wants to adopt will be matched with the child as the biological mom has had no 
visits and biological dad is not complying with the CP. The bio dad has had one visit, but 
exhibited odd behavior by taking the pacifier out of the baby's mouth and licking it, and 
then putting it back in his mouth. FP was concerned that the bio dad is trying to infect the 
child with the communicable disease, so that he will be less desirable for adoption. 
Regardless she found this to be very unsanitary . 


I'his writer inquired as to the child’s CRR. Mrs. Lee reported that he does not have a CRR 
yet but that the CM is working on collecting all the records for the CRR. The child was 
cared for in so many places that there are records everywhere. The FP reports no 
problems with the CM agency or coalition. At this time, they only have room for 
and wish only to foster him until he Is transitioned.
